which Mr. Harding so morbidly pines. Matt Quay. 


Andjpvon if there were more honesty in tho past what assurance has Mr. 


Harding "personally or the crew that is managing his political affairs, that the 
backing up to something better is only to bo secured thru, their Instrumental- 
ity? If, in his vapid and grotesque talks ho !«» menially honest, (lien wn sub- 
mit he is intellectually too dense in aspire to tho ofllce for which he has been 
named. "In what are present day Americans l.'ieking in their moral fibre that 
they have to turn to Mr. Harding and his political sponsors for spiritual en- 
lightment? What particular qualifications has the senatorial cabal to which 
Mr. Harding hss weakly turned over the prerogatives of ilio presidential office 
should he chance to be elected, to guide the rest of us into tho superb 
moralities of old? 


If the truth were known Mr. Harding and his guides are not bewailing

Proof of this is 
found in his fawning references hist Friday to Roosevelt. 


Back in 1912 when he was personally editing his newspaper at. Marion 


he filled his columns with bitter abuse and invective against the. lion who i.s 
now dead. 
At, that time Roosevelt was committing the sin of politician'sins. 


1 e., he had ceased to be "regular" and had become, for a ftnv ileeting years, 
at least, a political independent. Fur that, damnable crime Tho .Marlon Star 
filled its editorial columns with matter like this: 


* * * * "Because we believe him to be unsuited In character and tempera- 


ment to be chief executive; because ho is an unsafe and dangerous leader; 
because he Is lawless and insincere; seltlsh and unscrupulous; because he is 
a bully by nature and a lover of war; for all of this he is. therefore, not to 
"be trusted-with the control of any of our relations with our neighbors,"—-and 
so on, usually winding up these tirades with the oracular question and ans- 
wer: 
"Is it to be Taft or Wilson? It cannot be. Roosevelt!'" Thai's what he

Equally as criminal as being an independent In politics, in the estimation 


of Candidate Harding, is running an independent newspaper. Listen to his 
tale of woe:

depth* of personality, and the other was printing stuff of a partisan character 


so stupid and grossly misleading that even partisan readers would no longer 
stand for It—which, in brief, Is the one outstanding reason for the moribund; 
condition today of the party organ and the wonderful growth and healthy ac- 
tivity of the "Independent newspaper," which Candidate Harding sneers at 
and which Editor Harding secretly fears. 


For there is not the slightest question in the world but that an Independ- 


ent, newspaper in Marion today, In common with all cities which are still 
party ridden in the news and editorial columns of their daily papers, Intelli- 
gently edited and managed wth grit and backbone, could put on the defensive 
both tho Senator's paper and tho competing Democratic paper, which IB con- 
tent to pussyfoot around in second place, and In time, by giving the. people 
the. news unbiased and editorials uncolored by partisan prejudice, run them 
both out of business. 


In Candidate Hardirig's estimation, it is a fearful state of affairs that the 


people will no longer stand for tho old partisan bunk. In his mind's eye the 
masses are. wandering far from the "traditions of the fathers" because they 
will no more ask for "Republican news," or Derncoratic editorials" than they 
ask for Republican shoes or Democratic sugar.

triotism" ami "honesty" and similar empty and disgusting platitudes. 


For the world knowp, if Senator Harding does not, that he and the clique 


that control him are eons away from having a monopoly on "Americanism" 
and "patriotism" and "honesty" and all the other homely virtues that are for- 
tunately possessed in at, least ar. high a degree asithose men can hope to 
pOKsess them by millions and millions of loyal, patriotic—and disgusted— 
American citizens. 


We had hoped to live to sec the time when a presidential campaign could 


be conducted in America free from cant and hypocrisy and stupid platitudes; 
when candidates would step boldly to the front of their front porches and talk 
as any other sane, men would do in a private discussion: when aspirants for 
high ofllco would shirk no issue and deliver themselves boldly on the themes 
which are uppermost hi the public mind. 


We Mill believe, such a time will come and that the fiasco into which we 


have been led this year, which is really the one thing which is worse*than In 
the "gond old days" to which Mr, Harding so fondly refers will be the last 
and fchat future presidential aspirants, learning wisdom from the fearful mess 
which Mr. Harding seems determined to make of it, will indulge In both 
straight thinking and straight talking and thus earn the everlasting gratitude 
of a long-suffering public.
